6. where it is expreſly aſſerted, 
That true Believers are not under the Law, as a Covenant of Works, to be thereby juſtified or condemned, 
"Pur tcnat in thoſe two Paſſages, the Covenant of Works is to be taken in the Senſe of the Author, who 
under that Term of the Covenant of Works and Law of Works, underſtands and comprehends, nor / 
only the Covenant of Works, as ſuch properly taken, or the Form of it, but alſo the Moral Law 
of the Ten Commandments, which he calls the Matter of it; as is manifeſt from the other Paſſa 
ges of the Book there cited and referred unto: Of which the firft is in Page 5. where he ſays 
The Law of the Ten Commandments as it is the Mater of the Law of Works, ought not to be a Rule o 
Life to a Believer, which Matter he diſtinguiſhes from the Form of the Covenant of Works, 
8. and P. th, he ſays, That indeed the Law of Works ſignifies the Moral Law, and the Moral La 
ſtridiy and properly taken fignifies the Covenant of Works ; And ſo the Author would havea Believe.

Reaſon of Sin, according to its penal Sanction, but alſo in P. 153. likewiſe referred to, he affirms 
that the juſtified Believer is delivered from the Law, as it commands good Works to be done, in 
Order to his obtaining Salvation, and teaches his Convert to bid, Moſes and his Tables hold their 
peace, and the Law with this its Command to be gone, Further, In Pages 156, 157. allo refer- 
red to, under the Law of Works as diſtinguiſhed from the Law of Chriſt : He comprehends the 
Ten Commandments as delivered by God the Creator out of Chriſt ; Yea, and as delivered by the 


Moſes the Man of God delivered them to the Church, as the faithful Servant of that glorious An- 
el. whoſe the Tables were, in whom God's Name is, and whoſe Voice then ſhook the Earth, 


And in Page 180, he will have a Believer to workfreely and of bis own Accord, without the Coaction ur 
Compulſion of the Law, and ſo will bave him freed from the commanding and binding Force of the 
Adora Law, which is derived from the Authority of the Sovereign Lord Creator.
